Below we give the substance of 
the speeches of I he various speak- 
ers, l)elieving that lliey will add 
interest to this account ; but it 
must not be supposed that we give 
the exact words of the speakers. 

Mr. George S. Porter expressed 
the pleasure of the Clnb for having 
as its guests " the honored head of 
the Mt. Airy School," Dr. Crouter, 
" th honored head of Ihe New 
Jersey School," Mr. Walker, whose 
chair, howevei, is vacant ; and 
" an honored teacher," Mr. J. D. 
Kirkhufl. He regretted Mr. W/ilk- 
er's absence, which st-euied nn 
avoitlalile, but htj knew Mi. Walker 
was with us in spirit this evening 
(We regret that our memory fails 
us at this writing in giving more of 
Mr. Porter's good spwch.) 

Mr S G. Davidson said in sub- 
stance that The Gallaudet Club 
was, in the pnrnooes for which it 
WHS founded, unique among so 
cielies of the deaf. These were to 
perpetuate and honor the memory 
of benefactor.^ of the deaf now 
dead and to show respect to tliose 
still livinir ; to lend a hand when 
possible in every effort for the ad 
vancemeut of the deaf ; and the 
social enjoyment of th-> members 
The fiist purp'we was being observ- 
ed at this Ivtnqnet on the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Thomas Hop 
kins Gallautlet, founder of deaf- 
mute instruction in America, and 
ill Ihe invitation to Dr. Crouter, 
Supterintendent Walker and Mr. 
Kirkhuff to join us on the occasion 
as 'honoretl giu^sts of the club. 
Gratitude is a virtue that ennobles 
both tho.se who expeiieiice it and 
those towards whom it is manifest- 
ed, and is one in which, I am 
proud to say X\\n deaf of Philadel- 
phia and Pennsylvania have never 
been lacking. They have always 
been loyal to their friends, Uvintr 
and dead. Clerc, Hufton. Foster, 
Peltingill and th" rest of the de- 
parted who labored .so lonir and 
earnestly to uplift the deaf, still 
live in our memories, in our atTec 
lions and in the Influence they exert 
upon our lives, and at previous din- 
ners of the Clnb and on other occa- 
sions the deaf of the city have paid 
eloquent tribute to them and to be- 
iK'factors of the denf in other states 
and coniilries. In the momentous 
ehantres that have taken place in 
the Philadelphia school under its 
present honored head, it is a reason 
for the consrratnlatlon and pride 
that not a sinirle voice from amonir 
its graduates has been raised in 
piiblie piotest or criticism. This 
has not been due to indifference, 
but to loyalty to the school and to 
the eonvieMon Iwru of intimate per- 
sonal kno viedfee, that t^he one in 
authority is honest in his purposes, 
is working for the great yood of !he 
deaf, and that with his experience 
he may be trusted I o do only what 
is tor the best. Where there has 
been <loubt and disagreement, it 
has been exj^resseil in private, with 
proper reservations, and has nevei 
found its way into public print. 
If this has not made his task easier, 
it certainly has niiule it pleasaiiter. 
Sentiment among the deaf, as 
among others, is guideil bv the 
more intelligent and better ediicat 
eil among them, and the members 
of the Gallaudet Club, individually, 
should laigely cimtrol the attitude 
of the deaf of Philadelphia, and 
through the Club it may be crystal- 
ized and made more effective for 
good. 

As to tlie sci'ond of its objects, 
the Gallaudet Club has i^o selfish 
aims for which to labor. It main- 
tains no club house or club rooms; 
it is begging for no endowment; the 
memb(>rs paj' all I heir own expenses 
and those of the club; it has a 
Treasurer but, prsctl'jally speak 
ing, no treasury ; all the money it 
has raised by entertainmenls has 
«one to assist outside organizations 
for the benefit of the deaf, to whieli 
Ihe members have hIso contiibnted 
liberally from their own pm'kets. 
Our efforts have so far been direct- 
ed chiefly to the a-wlstance of the 
Home of Aged antl Infirm Deaf, as 
standing most in need But there 
are other worth untlertakings to 
which we should, anil no doubt will, 
contribute. The Catholic, Epis- 
copalian and Jewish churches are 
making an effor^ for spiritual, in- 
tellectual, and social advancement 
of the deaf that shtnild iviinmand 
our assistance. I Iwdieve that for 
the generality of the deaf, the 
churches are the centres around 
which they should gather. Inde- 
pendent and wholly sectarian clubs 
are as a rule short-lived, for the 
reason Inat the.v have no strong 
permanent backing and are easily 
disrn|)ted througii personal dis 
aiiieemeiits, tlisentegrafe from lack 
of interest t)r the wHhdrawal of a 
few influential members who have 
held it together, and they some- 
times become mischievous from 
la<^k of wise gni<^ance. Th(> church 
is alwiiys there ; members of clubs 
and 80cieli«>s connecte<l with them 
may come and 4ro ; the organiza- 
tions may wax ' larae or dwindle 
away to a few meml>era ; bnt they 
cannot quite fail. So tuonoy in- 
v<>sie<l in those SiK'ieiies will work a 
permanent gtaal- The Cloro Liter- 



ary Association, while paitly con 
nect«id with All Souls' Church for 
the Deaf, is non-sectarian in its re- 
quirements for admission and its 
government. The church greatly 
neetis a parish building where this 
and its other societies may be ac- 
commodated, and the Gallauilet 
Club could very properly assist in 
the work of raising the necessary 
money for its erection. 

Regarding Ihe third of its ob- 
jects, the quarterly meetings of the 
club have always been enjoyable 
occasions, marked by gootl feeling 
and good fellowship, and the 
annual dinners have been looked 
forward to and back upon as Ihe 
red letter day of the j'ear among 
the members. 

Then here is to the hope that the 
Gallaudet Club may alwiiys look up 
to those whose virtues and whose 
efforts advance the cause of the 
tleaf ; {look out, to the ailvar.tage 
of others, not in, to its own ; loolc 
forward to many pleasant occasions 
such as this,) and be always ready 
to lend a hand to those neediim its 
assistance. 

Mr. J. S Reitler said Ihe initials 
'•P. S A D." were familiar to all, 
as was the work of the Society 
He did not think it necessary to 
dwell upon that part then, but em- 
phasied the fact that, though the 
Society had passed Ihe twenty-sixth 
year of its existence, it hail only 
begun the irreat work for which it 
exists. To develop this work and 
increase the usefulness of the orua- 
nizalion should be the aim of the 
future Its possibilities are many, 
and success in their dev<-lopinent 
hinges more upon the united ext'Ur 
lion of the Pennsylvania deaf thati^ 
upon anythinff else He did not 
think much of tht^ present asriration 
for the federation of the deaf of the 
country, uieai inir a federation of 
all the State Societies in America. 
Thf slender results of the various 
Slate orsranizations do not seem to 
warrant such a movement, and lie 
thouiiht it far more important if 
the deaf of Pennsylvania, and o'her 
Slates strove for their own complete 
federation, when more good could 
be accomplished in each State than 
was po.^sible for one association to 
do foi all. (Applause gi-eeted this 
declaration.) He further called 
attention to the progress made by 
European societies of the denf. 
They exi'«t sepaiately or indepen- 
dentlv in most ea.se.*, if not wholly, 
and their resnlts, in some instances, 
aie veritable surprises Some have 
acquired valuable property and 
large workiiiiT funils, which a very 
few of our associations can boast 
of and none equal. After all, the 
time foi the Federation of the Detif 
of America is not ri|>e ; but it i" 
extremely desirable that the deaf 
()r Pennsylvania will use every 



kind be» veen pupils were numer- 
ously made, and when there were 
80 few comforts to be had.

The lid 
contains a plale with the following 
inscription :

Dr. Crouter, who had Iwen 
amused with the rest by Mr. Breen's 
speech on the old school days, was 
completely taken unawares at the 
sudden presentat'on. He rose up 
and thanked the Club for the great 
kindiies.s shown him and which 
overwhelmed him. 

Mr J. D. Kirkhuff created con- 
sitierable amusament liy presentine 
the past of some of the diners who 
were graduates of llie school .ind 
the future of others. 

A short impromptu speocli was 
made by Wm. H LIpsolt, who re- 
minded the diners that this dinner 
was eaten in what was formely the 
home of the Pennsylvania In.stilu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb, which 
he thought a hafipy coincidence. 

The dinner then broke up.

which makes it possible for the two 
to work together whenever occasion 
requires it, and he hoped for a con- 
tinuation of the irood relations. 

The first part of Dr. Crouter's 
speech was devoted to an expression 
of approval of what had been said 
by the two previous speakers. He 
waxed very warm when he referred 
to the loyalty of the Pennsylvania 
di>af to their school, and said that 
it gave him great pride to regard 
them so. He [iraised the P. S. A. 
D. for its work, and, in a most 
emphatic manner, ileclared it a 
very good organization. He wishes 
it to continue its efforts to have the 
Legislature enact a compulsory 
education law for the deaf, as the 
last cffoits were ai>pureiitly un- 
snecessful. Finally h» wished the 
Society a long life of nsefulnesa 
and the greatest success possible. 

Replying to his toast. Dr. Crouter 
told of his coming to Philailelphiii 
forty years ago; on October 26th, 
18C7. Strans^ely enough, he pass- 
ed his first night at the hotel which 
to night is the scene of the Gal- 
laudet Club's dinner He befran 
his dnties as teacher two days 
later, thai is, on October 28th. 

He recount(>d the warm reception 
given him on fiisl calling al Ihe 
Insiimtion, and great pleasure it 
gave him. He met Laurent Clerc 
on the occasion of his last visit to 
the Institution, and formed a very 
high opinion of him, which be still 
holds. He recalled to mind all the 
interestinif personages connected 
with the In titntion during his time 
and spoke of them in a happy, re- 
miniscent way. He seemed to take 
particular delight iu telling of the 
good old times at Broail and Pine; 
but his time was too limited to tell 
all he wisi.etl to, so he conlenled 
himself by briefly recalling such 
" momorabilia," which he knew 
was tnosl fond to Ihe graduates 
present, and they furnished a gootl- 
ly amount of humor. 

Mr. Thomas Breen was also in a 
reminiscent mooil and, for the most 
part, gave the pupils' side at Old 
Broad antl Pine He told of his 
days al school when underwear was 
a luxury which tew pupils, if any, 
were provitletl with ; when it was a 
common sight to see lijiys in pa'Us 
so short that the st-ockings or bate 
legs were expose*! ; when the food 
supplied by the school was so un- 
sallsfactory to some that exchanges 
of one kind of food for another

The Moral Value of ttie Industrial 
Departnrtents of our Schools. 
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Commenting upon an article con- 
tributed to the Stucess Magazine by 
Thoma.s S{>eed Mosby, State Pardon

Condensed in this brief statement 
is the text for any number of sermons 
on the relation l)etween idleness and 
crime. Occa-sionally the industrious 
young man drifts into crime, but 
such cases are the exception. The 
jails and p>enitentiaries are recruited 
from the ranks of the unemployed, 
that is, those who are unemployed 
from choice, a.s in the case, instanced 
by Mr. Mosby, of a young crimi 
nal who said to him: " It was not 
drink that caused my downfall, not 
cigarettes, not bad companions, 
either. It was just idleness. Idle- 
ness led me first to cigarettes, then 
to drink, then to bad companions — 
then to the gallows. And I blame 
my folks. If they had made me re- 
main at work, work would have 
kept me too busy to plan robbery 
and murder. 

This serinon-in brief leads one to 
think of the part played by the 
manual departments of our schools 
in the economy of the lives of the 
adult deaf. The heads of our 
schools, statisticians, and the deaf 
themselves take pride in the exceed- 
ingly low p' e of deaf-mute 
criminals, tr.^ iid dead-beats. 
The credit for this exceptionally 
commendable showing is generally 
a.ssigned to the high moral tone 
prevailing in sur schools, but, ap- 
plying the deductions of Mr. Mosby, 
fully as large a share must be credit- 
ed to the fact that our manual de- 
ents, if they do not exactly 
the boys and girls a trade, 
nevertheless teach them to zc^r/d and 
inculcate a liking for work , as to the 
direct moral instruction imparted 
daily in the chapel, and the moral 
influence, lx)th direct and in- 
direct, of the class room under the 
teacher, and of the hours of recrea- 
ion under the superv 

It is here where the ^> ,,/.„ ...,, ilie 
deaf is distinctly superior to the city 
public school. In the latter the 
pupils are under the direct influence 
of their teachers four or five hours 
a day only. Once dismis.sed they 
pass out on the street to roam or 
play and then to go to homes often of 
a decidedly questionable environ-

sjloyd, light wood carving, or rafia 
work V>e. regarded as such.

Above the grammar grades the 
city boys have choice of regular high

former case they finish their four 
years course with no acquired skill 
or training at any handicraft, in the 
latter the way is open to regular em 



solid work. There may have been 
idlers and shirkers, but they were the 
exception, and always stood low 
down in the public estimation, that 
is of their fellow-apprentices. 

It was natural, therefore, that the 
boys should leave school or graduate 
with a liking for work and for some 
particular trade, even if other than 
that of which they had learned the 
rudiments in the shop. 

Any expenditure looking toward 
the improvement of the manual de- 
partment is, therefore, a wise invest- 
ment. The more the boys love 
their shops and respect their trades, 
the better the chances of their be- 
coming what the school aims to 
make them — good, self-supporting, 
independent citizens. A school 
that stints its indu.strial department, 
adheres to antiquated tools and de- 
vices, hou.ses them in dingy un- 
attractive buildings, employs in- 
competent foremen, is standing in 
its own light. 

The shops should be equipt)ed 
with latest and best tools and ma 
chinery, and the foremen, or rather 
instructors, .should be men, not only 
ma.sters of their craft, but fully on a 
par with the teachers of the literary 
department, in education and attain- 
ments and able to u.se correct Eng- 
lish and to impart the vernacular of 
the trade as well as the trade itself. 
They will not .suffer from a working 
knowledge of the sign-language or 
of the manual alphabet, for often the 
why and wherefore of such a process 
or such a tool or appliance is most 
satisfactorily conveyed by these 
media, and the foreman who can do 
the best is generally the best in 
structor. Such foremen will come 
high, but their employment is 
economy in the end, as the future 
earning capacity of the pupil is in- 
creased in proportion. 

There are other phases of the sub- 
ject that will suggest themselves, 
but looking at it in the light of Mr. 
.Mosby's article, it would seem to a 
layman that a deaf-mute school can 
not do too much to elevate the tone 
of and increase the efficiency of its 
industrial department. — Deaf Am- 
erican.

'■'he Wallnndot memorial. 

It is projiosed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (4aliandet, 
D.I), by the election of a Pariwli 
Bniidinj? for Ht. Ann's Cliurcli for 
Doaf-Miites. The pieH«nt Cliiirch 
in Hitnatod on 148tli Street, just west 
of Ainsterdani Avenue, and is l)uilt 
some twenty-flve feet Imclt from tlie 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religions anl social life anionj;Ht 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have comi»leted the church 
with wtiioli his name has always 
l»een associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty- five feet 
along tlie street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be thiee 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, an<l the building 
ilMcIf, in Its |)()sition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They lliemselves 
heattily endoisc iln' iiH'inorial.
